Mayor William Lawson, on 
the other hand, appeared 
strongly in favor of the free- 
way proposal. Councilman Si- 
las Payne did not comment at 
this meeting and the other 
Council member, Charles An- 
derson, was absent.

IN PROCESS 

The process is lengthy but 
must follow the system of 
“checks and balances’ which 
the highway commission has 
prescribed for setting routes, 
Green commented. 

“We do not foresee construc- 
tion for a good many years,” 
Green said, “but it is necessary 
to determine where the route 
will be for planning reasons.” 

Reason for proposing a free- 


way here is mainly to accom- | 
modate local traffic — not to! 
transport people from the east 
bay to the coast, the highway 
planner said. 

Traffic extrapolations indi- 
cate that the local area feed- 
ing into the freeway link 
will supply 137,000 cars per 
day in 1985, Green declared.

Okay Money 
For Linear 
Accelerator 


Legislative stalling which 
has held up appropriations for 
construction of a two-mile-long 
linear accelerator on Stanford 
land south of San Hill Road 
apparently came to an end 
early this week, with approval 
of a $111,000,000 appropriation 
by a joint House-Senate Atomic 
Energy committee in Washing- 
ton. 

According to Stanford Uni- 
versity officials, the approval 
doesn’t mean that earth will 
start flying immediately. 

The appropriation still has 
to be approved by both the 
Senate and House, and Stan- 
ford has to sign a contract with 
the Atomic Energy commis- 
sion. 

The two-mile-long research 
device is expected to develop 
20 billion electron volts of 
energy, which will allow 
Stanford scientists, who will 
operate it, to probe deeper 

| into the mysteries of atomic 
nuclei than has ever been 
done before. 

It is to be constructed in an 
|area extending roughly from 
|}near the Sand Hill-Whiskey 
| Hill Road intersection to near 
| the Stanford Hills subdivision. 

Most of the device—which 
must be straight—will be un- 
derground. Work areas at the 
terminals will be in above- 
| ground buildings, however.

John Trollman, speaking for 
the Menlo Park Freeway 
Group, read a letter to the 
council calling for cooperation 
by all citizens with the mayor 
and council ‘in presenting a 
strong official position in sup- 
port of the freeway route most 
beneficial to the community, 
with an equitable sharing of 
that route” by local communi- 
ties. 

The Freeway Group. has 
suggested Route E as being 
the most equitable, although | 
recognizing that it will take 
“some high quality residen- 
tial property in the Menalto 
area,” Trollman said. Route 
A would mean that Menlo 
Park would be used as an ac- 
cess area for Palo Alto, he 
declared. 

Some boos were heard when 
Trollman concluded. 

Next to the microphone was 
H.F. Moseley, 180 Elliott Drive, 
representing residents in the 
Menalto area affected by Route 
E 


Some of his comments: 
—‘‘This freeway will be of no 
particular benefit to Menlo 
Park (lengthy applause) 

it’s difficult to argue about the 
need for it with the state, but 
it is also difficult to accept the 
philosophy of moving East Bay 
traffic through this area to the 
ocean....” 

—“The state figures Route E 
is cheaper than A, but it was 
also pointed out that the num- 
ber of ‘improvements’ (homes, 
apartments, businesses) affect- 
ed. by Route E is more than 
that for A. I feel persons take 
precedence over dollars.” 
—“Development of apart- 
ment housing along the new ex- 
tension of O’Keefe St. has been 
ruined py ‘the freeway plan. No 
one would build there now.” 
—‘For the next five to 10 
years, we will all be under the 
sword with a stigma attached 
to our property. We’ll pay in 
dollars and cents.” , 

In conclusion, Moseley de. 
dlared that the whole plan 
should be reconsidered, that 
“we do not want an eight-lane 
freeway in our community,” 
that the city council should 
“use your best offices” to maka 
sure that it doesn’t happen, and. 
that. those who failed to sup- 
port the city bond issue for a 
Willow Rd.-Southern Pacific 
underpass might “now have re- 
gained their senses.” 

He presented a petition bear- 
ing the names of 388 residents. 

Lathrop Milman, 173 Santa 
Margarita Ave., Menlo Park, 
told Green that as of right now, 
“a great deal of property has 
been placed in what might be 
called ‘escrow’ . there are 
from 1600 to 1800 homes tied 
up. When will the freeway sit- 
uation be clarified?” 

Green agreed that property 
has been placed “in jeopardy” 
by the coming of the freeway. 
Agreement on the route is ur- 
gent to cut down this time 
period, he said. 

The state also does not usu- 
ally begin property purchases 
until about two years before 
construction is to start, except 
in hardship cases, he said. 

“Ninety-five per cent of our’ 

freeway land purchases have 
been by negotiation, with 
very few condemnation pro- 
ceedings involved,” Green 
noted. 


In response to a question, 
Green said that the Willow 
Road-Bayshore interchange 
would have to be revamped if 
Route A is selected. As cur- 
rently set up, it is inadequate 
for freeway use, he said. 

Paul Buechner, 175 Elliott 
Drive, Menlo Park, asked Green 
“Ts it possible to get the state 
division of highways to drop 
the entire project?” 

“That’s the $64,000 question,” 
Green answered. “I’ve never 
known it to happen... the leg- 
islature put this into the state 
highway system and we are 
empowered to carry out the 
program as long as it remains 
there. It is our responsibility 
j to do this...”

summer months, the city’s library is going to be operating 
at or near capacity much of the time. 

But lest we be accused of a partisan favoritism, we 
feel constrained to point out that the library isn’t the only 
public facility which is used at a high level of efficiency. 

Nobody can say with sincerity, for instance, that the 

recreation department's facilities have been ill-used. The 
World War II army installation which is Burgess Park 
gym and swimming pool serves as play headquarters for 
hundreds of youngsters every day, all summer long. 

The school playgrounds throughout the city get suffi- 
cient use to cause concern: The grass doesn’t “get rested.” 

Then, those “temporary” buildings which serve as the city 
council chambers buildings, city hall, building inspector's 
office and corporation yard are about as hard-working as 
any building reasonably can be. We're not time-and-motion 
study specialists, but we don’t see much wasted space in 
them. 

All in all, the city’s done very well in its real estate and 
building investments. 

It can be expected to continue to do so, as giving more 
service to a growing popualtion demands.

School Has Kept 
—No Matter What 


There have been parlous times of late, at various area 
school board meetings. 

They've been packing ‘em in in Portola Valley, and LO 
candidates earlier this year went into the field for four 
positions on the Ravenswood School District board of trus- 
tees. Menlo Park School District trustees spent 40 minutes, 
at each meeting of the school year, discussing phases of 
“philosophy of education.” 

All of this showed a lot of concern on the part of 
parents. Schoolmen got dragged into the act and an awful 
lot of talking and report-writing has been done. Some of 
the talking, report writing, committee meetings, and almost 


endless discussion has been useful. Some may not have 


been. 

But through all the excursions and alarums, school has 
kept. 

One gets a very different idea about schools — what 
they do and how they operate — when he goes to one when 
classes are in session, as compared to the impression he 
gets when hearing about them at school board meetings 
or discussing whether or not a superintendent stays or goes. 

It would be well not to lose our perspective about edu- 
cation. 

No matter what “educational philosophy” governs it 
over-all, the business of school actually gets done in the 
classroom. There’s a teacher and a group of youngsters 
who are eager to learn. Depending on how eager the 
youngsters are, and how effective the teacher is, the young- 
sters will learn more, or less. 

This is the truth of the matter, and it’s really affected 
relatively little by all the talking that goes on at the board 
meetings.

Tomorrow evening, the “citizen soldiers” of Menlo 
Park’s National Guard unit, the 49th Signal Company, will 
leave for their annual two weeks of training in the field. 

The National Guard has a long and proud tradition.

RE: FREEWAY NEED 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Referring to your editorial in the Menlo 
Park Recorder of June 1, 1961, on the sub- 
ject of the long debated “Sand Hill-Willow 
Road Freeway,’ I wish to comment briefly: 
I don’t believe there should be any doubt 
as to the necessity for some type of cross- 
peninsula arterial, particularly as far west 
or southwest as the proposed Junipero 
Serra Freeway. The necessity for eight 
lanes however, I believe is questionable. 
Many of the California Freeways, even 
those through large cities are only six 
lanes. As to the proposed routes I note 
that after they leave the vicinity of Dum- 
barton Bridge, it is evident that the selected 
route has to come through a part of Menlo 
Park and after crossing El Camino Real it 
goes thruogh Stanford lands. This means 
it is a must that Menlo Park and Stanford 
University have to contribute to. the right 
of way. In this connection, it is also noted 
that all but three of the proposed alternate 
routes after crossing Bayshore to where 
they tie into Stanford land are routed all 
the way through Menlo Park, leaving Palo 
Alto bypassed. It is publicly known that 
Palo Alto previously agreed with Menlo 
Park to let the State select the route. At 
this time the routes are only proposed and 
not yet selected. The three routes proposed 
through a part of Palo Alto are as prac- 
ticable and in general as economical as the 
other proposed routes, so why shouldn’t 
Palo Alto bear a part of the burden and 
contribute to the right of way on an equit- 
able basis with Menlo Park and Stanford. 
Actually, Route E costs 2.5 million less than 
Route A. 

Yes, regardless of route selected, many 
people and homes will be involved and 
some will be hurt. Therefore, the selection 
of the route must be: on an equitable basis. 
There is no logical reason for Menlo Park 
and Stanford to bear all the burden, and I 
believe the State will consider this in their 
final analysis. 

Our Menlo Park City Council, an elected 
group of officials, are alert to the facts. 
They are indeed interested in Menlo Park 
and its citizens. I feel certain they will not 
sit idly by and permit a freeway to go all 
the way through Menlo Park without a 
fight, knowing full well what the tremen- 
dous tax loss on condemned property will 
mean to the city, and that the routes as 
proposed would serve no particular purpose 
to Menlo Park.

In your issue of June 8, 1961 in “Letter 
to the Editor’, complaint was made re- 
garding counter type windows in the new 
post office. There is difficulty with coun- 
ter type windows without focal points.

We are anxious to solve all the problems 
including parking, which is receiving con- 
sideration by the City, and the Chamber 
of Commerce. The Superintendent of this 
station is interested in satisfying all pa- 
trons. Many individuals have expressed re- 
gret regarding manner of complaint.

MORE DISLIKES 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Following is a copy of a letter sent to 
the postmaster this week: 

The letter of complaint about the new 
Post Office which appeared in the last 
issue of the Menlo Park Recorder has in- 
spired me to register my own dissatisfac- 
tion where it might bear some fruit. 

It occurs to me that many citizens may 
be unhappy with the “free-form” counter 
service in the Post Office, which results in 
confusion and poor service in spite of the 
best intentions of both those waiting to be 
served and the clerks who try to serve 
them. If the building appropriation did not 
include enough money for the conventional 
grille with windows, may I suggest that 
something as simple as spaces on the coun- 
ter marked off by masking tape, with the 
appropriate signs propped up in them, 
would do much to improve conditions. 

If the city finds this make-shift arrange- 
ment beneath its dignity, perhaps they will 
be able to find funds for something more 
elaborate and equally efficient.

eal, state and national govern- 
mental news is done on a sound 
basis, some gets pretty margi- 
nal. In the constant hunt for 
‘new angles” or “new =  ap- 
proaches,” the reporter is apt 
to arrogate himself to a posi- 
tion where he doesn’t belong. 

A couple of the sins he may 
commit are the following: 

1. He may become more of 
a critic than an observer; 

2. He may purposely select 
a “news source” which will 
provide the answer he wants. 

The huge and growing ranks 
of ‘national commentators” 
provide us with a host of exam- 
ples of the former. And lest 
you think that small - town 
newsgatherers are worse be- 
cause they’re less famous than 
national by-liners, yeu have but 
to look to the national level 
to find reporters doing the lat- 
ter as well. 

Radio, television and the na- 
tional syndicates all provide us 
with a daily spate of counsel 
as to “what went wrong in Cu- 
ba,” “what the President 
should do about Berlin,” “how 
the federal government can 
best aid education,” and so 
forth. 

Yet the reporter coming up 
with stories which seem to 
prove his various theses will 
cheerfully admit that he knows 
absolutely nothing about the 
inner workings of the state de- 
partment, has had no contact 
whatever with the country’s 
western allies on any level, 
much less an official one, and 
that he never took a course in 
either education or finance.

qualifications whatever for 
any cabinet post, and was 
therefore marginally quali- 
fied to criticize workings of 
any of them. 

On the national level. only 
a couple of journalists ever 
thought they knew enough to 
be president.

Another was Warren G. Hard- 
ing, who did. 

On the local level, the news- 
paperman in the role of critic 
usually finds himself “crusad- 
ing” for some pet project, or 
for some special interest group. 

It would be easy, for in- 
stance, for this newspaper to 
start a series of editorial com- 
mentaries on the need for any 
one of several projects — a 
new city hall, a new swimming 
pool somewhere else in town, 
a bigger library. 

To do this would require 
criticism of present expend- 
itures. It would be necessary 
for the reporter to indicate 
that he thought the money 
would be better spent on the 
“pet project.” 

A variation of this is the 

“traffie safety crusade.” 

Any editor who has a work- 
ing knowledge of his commun- 
ity can embark on this one; all 
he needs to do is to get ahold 
of any citizen who thinks a 
“stop” sign should be put up at 
particular location.

sure that the documents and 
their promoters get before the 
city council in keeping with 
some sort of a schedule will 
assure an editor of a couple of 
years during which he can con- 
tinually-damn “city hall” for 
short - sightedness, “indiffer- 
ence to the safety of the citi- 
zins,” and a host of other non- 
existent evils. 

Whenever the editor gets 
tired of playing around like 
this, he can tuck his left-over 
blank petitions back into a pi- 
gecnhole, and write an editor- 
ial extolling himself for hav- 
ing “contributed to the good of 
the community.” 

If one believes that the 
boys at city hall are honest 
and intelligent, though, and 
are spending public money 
as judiciously as they can, 
the “crusade” is pointless.

Educators 
Laud School 
For Progress 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that, 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


June 19, 1936: 


A score of college presidents, 
heads of private schools and 
eminent educators inj London, 
Vienna, New York and else- 
where throughout the United 
States, have gone on record as 
publicly endorsing the experi- 
mental work being conducted 
by Peninsula School here. 

In a report reviewing the re- 
sults of that school’s activities 
during the first 10 years of its 
existence these educational 
leaders have discussed the vari- 
ous phases of the experimental 
program through which it is 
endeavoring to develop new 
teaching methods as a step to- 
ward the modernization of Cal- 
ifornia’s elementary schools. 

Paul L. Dengler, director of 
the Austro-American Institute 
in Vienna, who visited the 
school recently, emphasizes the 
unusual cooperation given by 
parents, many of whom work 
side by side with teachers in 
this educational laboratory. 
L. P. Jacks, editor of Hibbert 
Journal in England, declares 
that he has frequently cited 
this little American school as 
an intelligent approach to mo- 
dern educational problems. 
Frederick L. Redefer, execu- 
tive secretary of the Progres- 
sive Education Association in 
New York, says, “New prob- 
lems in education are facing 
us and it is to such schools as 
Peninsula School that we must 
turn for help in perfecting our 
achievements and in further

There are those who say “Well, 
it would be better than cutting 
it up into home sites.” 

A research center as such 
may not be a bad thing for the 
area nor should it make too 
drastic changes to the-rural 
atmosphere of that beautiful 
section. 

But does a research center 
on 102 acres mean that soon 
the developers will want a 
shopping center, a gas sta 
tion or two and a few taverns 
or roadside hamburger 
stands? Not even the devel- 
opers have such plans in 
mind at the present. Un 
doubtecly the present board 
would give a flat “no” to 
such requests. 

But how about boards of su- 
pervisors that may follow in 
years to come? 

Woodside, Atherton and 
Hillsborough have done the 
best jobs of controlling the 

spread of any type of commer- 
cial venture into their restrict- 
ed home areas but their care- 
ful planning will go for naught 
if the county circles them with 
commercial enterprises. 

Home building sites on the 
bay side of the Peninsula are 
becoming scarce and if ,we al- 
low more shopping centers, re- 
search centers or administra- 
tive units to gobble up the 
choice hill sections home con- 
struction will become almost a 
thing of the past. 

We'll grant that office work- 
ers would rather look out the 
windows at a grove of red- 
woods than they would a hot 
street pavement crowded with 
cars, but there are still desira- 
ble locations in the already 
commercially zoned areas. Let’s 
keep the big plants out of the 
hill areas once and for all. 

One thing that can do more 
to keep the present atmosphere 
alive in the hill areas is to de- 
mand a parkway when the new 
Junipero Serra Freeway is ex- 
tended down the Peninsula. 

Planners are working toward 
that end, to be sure, but it will 
take the united support of the 
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public to make it a reality. No.
